Zoning Fines 
To Be Sought 


The planning board will ask 
Town Meeting to approve an 
addition to the zoning bylaw 
which would permit the town to 
fine persons who violate the 
bylaw at the rate of $50 a day 
for each day the violation 
continues. 

Such fines would not only be 
levied for bylaw violations, but 
for violation of any conditions 
attached to a building permit 
or a decision from the Zoning 
Board of Appeals. 

A recent court ruling makes 
the levying of such fines legal. 


ABC Choose 
Town Meeting 


As Alternative 


At a meeting Monday night of 
over 25 officers and committee 
members of the Andover Com- 
mittee for A Better Chance, the 
following resolution was passed: 
‘that the Andover Committee for 
A Better Chance present to the 
School Committee at its meeting 
on Feb, 7, the ‘‘A Better Chance’’ 
program and request approval of 
the admission of up to ten non- 
resident, disadvantaged high 
school boys inSeptember of 1967,"” 

Robert H, Klie, chairman, said, 
“The discussion last night 
centered about the advisability and 
propriety of bringing the ABC pro- 
gram before the Town Meeting as 
well as before the School Com- 
mittee, By a nearly unanimous 
vote, we decided against submitting 
an article for the Warrant, The 
committee feels that this educa~

The Selectmen decided in short 
order Tuesday that conservationis 
a worthwhile cause, and an im-= 
portant one for Andover, 

But they debated for 45 minutes 
without ever agreeing on how im- 
portant it should be considered in 
terms of dollars and cents, 

Finally, however, the board ap- 
proved an article for the Warrant 
which will give taxpayers the op= 
tion of voting as much as $250,000 
for the preservation of green 
areas, at the same time leaving 
the way open for the Selectmen to 
recommend the expenditure of 
lesser sums prior to or from the 
floor of Town Meeting. 

The decision was a victory, of 
sorts, for the Conservation Com~= 
mission which reported this week 
that it was prepared to take the 
question to Town Meeting in an 
article of its own if the board 
made excessive cuts in the 
$250,000 figure recommended by 
its members and Town Manager 
Richard Bowen, 

Just how the Selectmen finally 
decide on the question will de~ 
pend, apparently, on whether bond 
counsel reports that money for 
conservation acquisitions can be 
borrowed publicly as proposed by 
the manager. 

More than one member of the 
board indicated Tuesday, however, 
a reluctance to recommend bond-= 
ing as a method of financing con- 
servation purchases and_ both 
Selectmen Roger Collins and 
Sidney P. White stated open oppo= 
sition to it, 

Two other articles of major 
significance were also approved 
this week. After limited discussion 
of the sum _ suggested by the 
manager, the board agreed to ask 
for $600,000 for purchase of a site 
and construction of a new central 
fire station, This is $100,000 more

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ABC. Yes or No? 


A few weeks ago a committee of citizens proposed that 
Andover High School open its doors next fall to ten de- 
prived but intellectually capable teenagers who come 
from urban areas not yet equipped to provide them with 
the benefits of a good public school education. Most, if 
not all of the ten would be Negroes. 

Meetings have been held and some visible public 
support aroused, but official positions have not been 
clearly drawn. Chairman Louis Galbiati of the School 
Committee has in fact urged that some means of putting 
the question to voters at Town Meeting be found on the 
grounds that though the ‘‘schools should be willing to go 
in and pioneer,’’ the people should decide such an issue. 

But the Andover Committee for a Better Chance has 
decided to put its case first before the School Committee, 
thrusting the responsibility for what it regards as an 
educational decision upon the board rather than upon the 
people. If the committee fails, or is reluctant to assume 
this responsibility, the citizen’s group has said that it 
will propose a resolution from the floor at the March 
Town Meeting. 

What they want is approval for the plan to arrange a 
year’s stay and school in Andover for ten boys who must 
first survive intense screening by the national ABC 
organization and, in addition, successfully complete an 
eight-week summer preparatory session at Dartmouth 
College. 

There can be no quarrel with ABC’s decision to make 
its first approach to the School Committee, for certainly 
the board should be expected to take a stated position on 
a proposal of this scope. But ABC should, in any event, 
put the issue before the people as well for it is one of 
such sensitivity that the public should participate in the 
decision. Obviously such a project would be of little 
value if it were initiated without broad public support. 

The program proposed by ABC will not involve any 
direct cost to the taxpayers of Andover at least initially, 
so it can be adjudged on merit alone. At the heart of the 
matter is this question: Do communities like Andover, 
isolated as they are from a problem that affects the main- 
stream of America, have a responsibility to concern them- 
selves directly with helping the lesser privileged peoples 
of this country to help themselves? 

This is something the School Committee cannot and 
should not be expected to decide alone. From them must 
come the answers to a number of educational questions — 
Will the new senior high school building be completed in 
time to provide space for ten non-resident students with- 


out crowding? Would their presence at the high school 
pose any real problems for administrators, teachers or 
students? And, perhaps more important, could Andover 


expect to benefit as well as contribute through involve- 
ment in such an educational experiment? 

But if there is to be a commitment in Andover to the 
principle implicit in the ABC proposal, the people should 
make the commitment for themselves. 


Too Soon 


Death is rarely timely, but it has come unreasonably 
soon after retirement to a man whose service to his com- 
munity would have seemed to earn him a longer period to 
enjoy the earthly fruits of his labor. 

James P. Christie was Andover’s tax collector for 28 
years. From 1938, until the change of the local form of 
government in 1958, he was elected repeatedly to manage 
the job of tax collection in Andover. After that he held the 
post by appointment until last fall when he reached the 
mandatory retirement age. He served the town honestly and 
conscientiously through all those years. 

Neither this, nor his dedicated contribution to such 
groups as the Andover Male Chorus, will be forgotten by 
those who knew Jim Christie.

IRS Settles Down In Andove, iyctor And Pr 


Part Il 

(A TOWNSMAN News Feature) 

In case you have been losing 
sleep over the addition and sub- 
straction of dividends and deduc- 
tions on your Federal Income Tax 
Return this year, take heart, 

The Internal Revenue Service 
has been busy since January 1 at its 
new data process center on Lowell 
Street marshalling a work force of 
about 3300 people who can devote 
full time to checking on how suc- 
cessful you have been at making two 
and two add up to four. as 

By mid-January IRS officials, 
hiring at the rate of about 400 a 
week, had some 1800 people 
working and training in prepara~ 
tion for the big crush that will build 
as taxpayers in six New England 
states and part of New York 
scramble to meet the April 15 
deadline, 

In their eagerness to get opera~ 
tional inthe new quarters, Director 
Thomas Gilfillan and his staff have 
been moving into segments of the 
massive 180,000 sq, ft. service 
center just as fast as the car- 
penters and electricians and 
painters can get out, 

And small wonder, They have a 
big job ahead of them, Gilfillan has 
to make sure that he can account 
for every penny of the estimated 
$30 billion in tax receipts that the 
18 million or so corporate and in= 
dividual taxpayers in his region 
will pay in to square themselves 
with Uncle Sam for one more year, 

And in the process he is going 
to be overseeing the work of about 
1000 more people than he had pro~ 
cessing returns in the smaller 
center IRS ran for some years in 
as abandoned Lawrence textile 
mill, Why? Because the Federal 
Government is going to greater 
lengths than ever to see thatevery 
taxpayer not only assumes respon= 
sibility for his fair share of the 
tax burden, but gets a square deal 
as well, 

Instead of just lifting a few key 
numbers from page 1 of each re- 
turn for a mathematical check, the 
bureau will now flip the pages, 
selecting additional data for usein 
checking computations, This 
means that 950 instead of 525 key 
punch operators will be coding in- 
formation onto data process cards 
in the North Atlantic center this 
year, 

‘We are looking more carefully 
at more returns so we can try to 
correct errors and not have to send 
as many returns back totaxpayers 
as we have in the past,’® Tom 
Gilfillan says in describing the 
IRS swing to an extensive data 
processing system, 

“We will put the computer to 
work too in figuring out which re« 
turns to audit,’® the director adds, 


A National Brain 
The bureau is now collecting 
information about every tax ac= 
count in the USA on data tapes 
shipped daily from around the 
country to a National Computer 
Center in Martinsburg, W. Va, It 
is here that the IRS will turn for 
clues when it wants to know which 

accounts to check in detail, 
Instead of selecting returns at 
ramdom or relying upon examiners 
to spot possible discrepencies, the 
IRS can now search through its 
electronic files for accounts that 
have certain characteristics in 
common, ones that suggest the 
need for a double check, Just what

Even with this impersonal 
technique, the IRS will not turn up 
as many bad apples as skeptics 
would believe populate this demo= 
cracy, There just simply aren’t 
as many citizens distorting the 
truth as some suspect, Gilfillan 
says. 

‘*Most taxpayers really try to 
get it right, he claims, ‘*Most of 
them are very cooperative, Con- 
sidering how many there are, it 
is amazing how few try toget away 
with anything, We have a great 
respect for the honesty of the tax= 
payer around here,’ 


The statistics bear him out, 
There are about 60 million indivi- 
dual taxpayers in the U, S, Yet just 
2000 were prosecuted in 1966 and 
a lot of these cases involved 
notorious repeaters, 


It will be a lot easier now, with 
automatic data processing, to 
ferret out the sort of taxpayer 
who files one year and not the 
next; or those who file returns 
from a number of cities, making 
up their own W2 forms and collect~ 
ing a batch of refunds, 


Taxpayers will be identified in 
the national file first by their 
Social Security number, and second 
by the first four letters of their 
name, 

Since the government has a list 
of all the Social Security numbers 
ever issued and no two authentic 
ones are the same, IRS will be 
quick to note if duplicates show up 
more than once in any tax year, 

There can be no doubt that the 
system works, Soon after the 
Southern region went into the ADP 
system, early in the switch over,

Assessors Refiguring 
Over-70 Kxemptions 


Andover property owners who 
are over 70 can look forward to a 
belated tax savings on their 1966 
bills, 

The Board of Assessors has 
announced that it will figure 
exemptions on 1966 taxes on the 
basis of a new law which has the 
effect of establishing a minimum 
abatement for people in the over- 
70 category. 

This means that the town willbe 
authorizing $40,000 in 1966 exemp- 
tions in addition to the $16,821.09 
granted prior to passage of the new 
State regulation, It means also that 
Andover can expect to have to ap- 
prove roughly $60,000 in old age 
exemptions in 1967, 

The law, signed in September 
of 1966, permits an exemption of 
$4000 on the assessed valuation, of 
properties owned by people over 70 
or a flat tax abatement of $350, 
whichever is larger, The law as 
initially written simply provided 
for the $4000 exemption which 
amounted to $132 per taxpayer at 


the Andover tax rate of $33 per
